As usual the various cabinet officéts 
were besieged with inquiries as to the 
questions before the meeting and in Tre 
sponse to these importunities the secretary 
rather casually summed upthe situation in 
a few words, stating that most of the 
time had been given to the outrages of 
colored.postmasters in the south, 

Naturally the Cuban eituation had been 
gone over, he said, but there were no ac- 
tual developments and he felt that public 
excitement over the subject had materially 
ebated. Then he added the statement, in 
the same passing way, that any participa- 
tion by the Spanish government in the 
blowing up of the Maine was practically 
eliminated, in his judgment. This last re- 
mark was speedily given wide circulation 
apart from the quieting references which 
had accompanied it. 

No Official Declaration. 


It immediately started much comment 
and discussion, and when Mr. Long return- 
ed to the navy department after lunch he 
found that what. he had intended to con- 
vey was being given the force of an official 
declaration that Spain’s responsibility for 
the disaster had been eliminated. In order 
to make clear his meaning as a personal 
expression of opinion, Mr. Long dictated the 
following statement: 

‘The main things we talked about 
cahinet were the outrages on the postmas- 
ters, one a white man in Georgia and one 
a colored man in South Carolina. 

“In regard to the Cuban question, I said 
I thought things were growing quieter 
every day, and as far as my judgment 
went, I was inclined to think that any 
official participation on the part of the 
Spanish government in the disaster was 
now practically eliminated.” 

The foregoing conveyed all that Mr. Long 
desired to say on the subject, and this 
much was given only to offset enlarged 
versions of what he had said. Persons 
occupy.ng the closest relations with the 
secretary said that the opinion expressed 
Was such as any one might give with the 
facts now at hand. It was not in any 
sense, it was explained, a conclusion drawn 


‘from new evidence, not made public, either 


from the court of inquiry or any officer now 
concerned in the inquiry. 

Neither facts nor intimations have come 
from such sources, it is said at the depart- 
ment, which would gerve as the basis for 
an opinion. 

The official declaration of Senor Du Bosc. 
the Spanish charge d’affaires, that mo mine 
or @ubmarine defenses exist in the harbor 
of Havana had come to the attention of 
Secretary Long, and this statement from 
the authorized representative of the Span- 
ish government was felt to have been given 
its due weight in the opinion expressed 
by the secretary. 

Is Trying To Hedge. 

It was pointed out by persons bearing 
close relations to the secretary that lan- 
guage used was “official participation” on 
the part of the Spanish government. This, 
it was said, had no bearing on the question 
of Spain’s responsibility. The ‘official par- 
ticipation” of Spain was one thing, while 
the responsibility of Spain in case the dis- 
aster proved to be of external origin was 


. quite another thing. The secretary’s state- 


ment was restricted, it was explained, to 
exculpating Spain from direct official 
knowledge and participation in the affair. 
In case it was shown that the act was 
due to some fanatic or person unconnected 
with the government, then the question of 
Spain’s responsibility would still be open. 
Mr. ng Wae much surprised that so much 
attention had been given to his passing al- 
lusion. 

Aside from this incident the day brought 
forth few developments of importance relat- 
ing to the Maine. No dispatches of any 
character from Key West, where the court 
of inquiry is sitting, were given out during 
the day, and as the rule of publicity is still 
in force, presumably nothing came from 
that quarter. The vessel moveménts an- 
nounced during the day were devoid of sig- 
nificance. 

The only word received by the navy de- 
partment from Havana came late tonight 
in the follewing telegram from Captain 
Sigsbee: 

““Bache leaves today for Tortugas with

INVESTIGATORS WILL RETURN TO HAVANA 


Indications Are That the Court Is Ob-

taining Additional Knowledge 
with Each Witness. 


Key West, Fla., March 1.—The second 
day’s session of the court of incuiry is 
over and notHing new is known re:arding 
the fate of the Maine outside the menbers 
of the court. 

Some who confidently declared a week 
ago that the court had already found that 
the vessel was intentionally blown up have 
modified this conviction and for the most 
part admit that such reports must have 
been based largely on speculation. 

Iiven naval officers are apparently as 
much in the dark as the civilians eas to 
what the court’s opinion is at the present 
moment. Excellent progress nis been 
made in the examinations and the court 
Will probably finish its work here tomor- 
row, when its members will be taken beck 
to Havana on the Mangrove. 

Interest in the proceedings flagged some- 
what today, owing to the utter futility of 
all attempts to gratify the general curi- 
Osity. 

The correspondent of the Associated Press 
Placed before one of the members of the 
court the letter signed ‘‘Maquinista”’ (Ma- 
chinist), giving alleged details of the filling 
of the Maine’s torpedo holes with adzna- 
mite cartrdges and their subsequent explo- 
sion by electric wires. The members of 
the court in question eaid that neither the 
letter nor its developments had been offi- 
cially before the court. 


Letters Are Abundant. 

The Cubans here are constantly receiving 
mysterious missives from Havana purport- 
ing ‘oO reveal the method by which tke 
Maine was sent to destruction, but, as 
there are as many suggestions or theories 
as there are letters, little reliance can be 
placed updn any. 

Most of the morning session of the court 
was devoted to verifying testimony previ- 
ously given. Four engineer officers ond 
eight enlisted men of the Maine were ex- 
amined. 

The engineerS examined were Passed! As- 
sistant Engineer Morris, Assistant En- 
Sineer Bowers, Cadets (engineer division) 
Washington and Crenshaw. 

ihe afternoon session of the court be- 
Gan at 2 o'clock and an adjournment was 
taken about 4 until 10 tomorrow morning 
The whole number of enlrsted men exam- 
ined during the day is ten. 

Admiral Sicard has requested Dr. Mal- 
loney, mayor of Key West, to prevent 
a local Gemonstration when the funeral of 
the Maine’s dead occurs. He has asked 
that in the event of a parade being formed 
by the residents only American flags shall 
be disvlayed. f 

No Demonstration at Funeral. 

Mayor Malloney has promised to carry 
out Admiral Sicard’s wishes as far as 
possible, but doubts whether the strong 
Cuban and anti-Spanish sentiment can be 
suppressed. 

All the funeral arrangements will be 
under the direction of Commander Mec- 
Calla, of the Marblehead. As now Planned 
small details of marines will be landed 
from the vessels here and at the Tortugas 
and the artillery at the barracks wil] join 
in paying the last honors. 

The services will probably be held Thurs- 
day. Interment will take place in the city 
cemetery. 

The general situation here remains the 
same. The fleet has not moved, though 
there are signs of activity, which give 


. rise to a rumor that an important naval 


step is contemplated. .Admira)  Sicard, 
when questioned on this point this after- 
noon, merely reiterated his remark of yes- 
terday.

Havana, March 1.—The Spanish cruiser 
Vizcaya arrived off Morro castle at 6 
o’clock this evening, after a good voyage 
from New York.

The mayor of Havana, Marquis De Este- 
ban, as director of the festivities, was the 
first to board the vessel, going out in Gen- 
eral Blaneco's launch, 

The officers of the Vizcaya will call first 
upon Admiral Manterola and then on the 
captain general. 

The Almirante Oquendo is expected from 
the Canaries-at an early day, and she also 
will be given a popular welcome, 

Proctor Calls on Blanco. 

Senator Proctor, with his friend, Colonel 
Parker, anid Consul “i@ueral Lee, made a 
call of courtesy: by @ppointment today on 
Captain General Blanco. Secretary Jose 
Conhgosto accompanied the party and acted 
as interpreter. 

General Blanco received his visitors with 
great cordiality and a pleasant talk on 
general matters ensued. 

Senator Proctor said he was glad to visit 
the beautiful island and hoped to see some 
of the interior. 

General Blanco referred to a visit he had 
paid to the United States when he was a 
young man and could speak more English 
than he can now, though, as he said, this 
greater fluency was probably due ito the 
opportunity he had of conversing with the 
handsome American women. 

To a suggestion by Senator Proctor that 
he ought to repeat his visit, General Blan- 
co smilingly replied that he feared he was 
too old now. The captain general thanked 
the Americans for calling and said he 
would return Senator Proctor’s visit upon 
the return of the latter from the interior. 
This ended the interview. 

Divers Making Headway. 

The divers on the Right Arm got to 
work this morning in earnest. Captain 
Everett, chief of the divers, was in charge 
and the water being lower than usual, it 
Was seen that the steerage hatch was 
partly clear, though blocked to some extent 
by one of the smokestacks. 

Thadivers succeeded in entering the after 
torpedo department, where they hoped to 
find the bodies of Lieutenants Jenkins and 
Merritt, as well as the remains of mem- 
bers of the crew of the battleship. The 
officers mentioned were last seen in the 
after torpedo compartment. Up to this af- 
ternoon ‘the divers failed to enter jt, there 
being great danger that the life lines or 
air hose might catch in the wreckage about 
the smokestack. 

The Spanish officers directing the divers 
of the government of Spain called on Cap- 
tain Sigsbee today on board the lighthouse 
tender Fern and were given all the infor- 
mation they needed. 

More American Wounded Leave. 

The steamer Bache has been ordered to 
leave for the Dry Tortugas with five Amer- 
ican wounded, all that are now left here, 
and one body. 

This morning a collision occurred phe- 
tween a party of guerillas and severa! em- 
ployees of the street cleaning department, 
near Trillo park. Five policemen inter- 
fered to preserve order, and, meeting with 
resistance, used their revolvers. Four of 
the combatants were shot and three po- 
licemen wounded, one seriously. Three ar- 
rests were made.

SPAIN DOESN’T ASK FOR TIME. 


No Limitation Was Ever Placed Upon 
Time by the United States. 


Washington, March 1—Concerning the 
published report that the limitation of time 
suggested by the United States to Spair 
for the pacification of Cuba expired today, 
March ist, and that the Spanish govern- 
ment was now earnestly negotiating at 
Washington to secure a two months’ ex- 
tension of the time, an official whose posi- 
tion makes him completely familiar with 
all such negotiations said: 

‘“‘The report is absolutely false In every 
particular. No time limit expires today or 
at any other specified date, and for that 
reason tnete are no negotiations in prog- 
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extension or for any other extension. The 
report is an invention throughout.” 

Recent negotiations between the United 
States and Spain have been confined to the 
proposed commercial arrangements be- 
tween this country and Spain, and also 
between this country and Cuba. These 
negotiations were carried along by Min- 
ister Woodford and Senor Polo y Begnabe, 
the new munister of Spain. The” latter 
failed from Gibraltar yesterday and it 1s 
understood that he has with him the draft 
of the new arranegment with Spain. 

There will be two distinct conventions, 
one between the Unite@ States and Spain 
concerning their commercial exchanges and 
the other relating exclusively to the trade 
between Cuba and the United States. 

Under the autonomous plan granted to 
Cuba the Spanish government has given 
the Cubans the right to frame their own 
tariff arrangements with the United States, 
approval of the imperial 
government. Under this authority the au- 
tonomous cabinet has named a commis- 
come to Waes., » on and con- 
clude the agreement. He is expected about 
the time that the new Spanish minister ar- 
rives, so that the negotiations of both 
agreements will proceed together. As the 
United States cannot deal directly with 
Cuba, owing to her colonial status, the 
commercial agreement nominally will be 
between the United States and Spain, al- 
though the terms will be made by the Cu- 
ban autonomists and their commissioner. 

It will be under the reciprocity clause 
of the Dingley tariff act, which permits 
a 2 0per cent reduction of duty in exchange 
for concessions to the United States. 
reductions affecting Cuba would be main- 
ly those on raw sugar, while the equivalent 
réductions for the United States would be 
Mainly on flour, bread stuffs, manufac- 
tured goods and machinery.

adopt its coinage laws to suit England’s. 

Mr. Bryan developed the fact in a most 
impressive way that the standard of values 
in this country had been changed without 
the knowledge or consent of anybody. It 
was not discussed. No party made an issue 
of #, the newspapers did not discuss the 
proposition and neither did congress. 

That is hard to believe, he suggested, but 
the congressional records prove it. After 
the change was made it was twenty-three 
years before any party would father it. 
That is history, he contended. Even: in 
1892 the republican party declared that the 
American people by tradition and interest 
favored ~-bimetallism. 

All Democrats for Silver. 

The democrats and populists, of course, 
declared in favor of it. In 189% these nation- 
al parties denounced the gold standard. 
They announced for independent bimetal- 
lism and polled 6,500,000 votes. 

The republican platform of 1896 declared 
that gold must be maintained until leading 
nations consent to co-operate with this 
government. He reminded the advocates 
of the republican congress of having sent 


a committee to Europe to confer with the =| 
countries with reference to co-operating | 


with the United States to secure bimetal- 
lism. He insisted this action Was an ac- 
knowledgemnt that the republicans con- 


sidered the ‘‘standard of civilization” to be | 


thing. In France 
the sentiment in favor of  bimetal- 
fism was so strong, he said, the 
French government joined with the com- 
mittee of congress in begging England to 
relieve us of the gold standard and Presi- 
dent McKinley in his last message expresses 
gratitude to France for trying to aid us 
out of our trouble. 

Our commission, he explained, went to 
England encouraged by a resolution of 
the English parliament to take steps to 
stop the fluctuations of silver. The United 
States and France asked England to join 
in an effort for bimetallism and 30 English 
labor organizations petitioned the prime 
minister to relieve the situation; that agri- 
culture in England needed bimetallism, that 
..in December twenty-two bankers of Lon- 
don met at their clearing house and adopt-_ 
ed a resolution protesting to any conces- 
sion being made by the Bank of England. 

The English parliament thereupon decided 
that no change should now take place. The 
farmers, merchants, manufacturers of Ing- 
fand favored bimetallism, but the few 
financiers who met in the clearing house 
did not. 

Gold Standard Never Indorsed. 

Mr. Bryan said the producers of wealth 
had never indorsed the gold standard in 
the history of the earth. He deplored the 
fact that a handful of financiers could de- 
termine the policy of 70,900,000 free Ameri- 
cans and said that he was not willing for 
a few foréigners not in sympathy with our 
form of government to determine the for- 
funes and future of his children, He then 
proceeded to show that the few who fa- 
vored the gold standard prospered by it. 
He said there was a moral question involv- 
ed in the money question. THe insisted that 
the people who talked most about honest

. money did not want honest money; that 


a dollar could not advance in value unless 
property declined proportionately. 


He showed the inconsistency of Sherman, j 


Blaine and Carlisle on the money question. 
He showed that Sherman had said in the 
senate that contraction of currency 
produce a per!od of great embarrassment 
to all people excepting capitalists out of 
deDt or persons possessed of annuities. He 
said if we paid our president in cotten in- 
stead of cash he would perhaps favor a 
d‘fferent financial policy. He quoted Mr. 
Blaine as saying in effect that the destruc- 
tion of silver as money would have an ill 
effect in all investments excepting those 
which have a fixed return in values. 
Mr. Carlisle in 1878. 

He said Mr. Carlisle in 1878 made one: of

speeches ever delivered in 
the English language tn favor of free silver. 
“They charge Carlisle with being against 
us,”” he said, “but I think we have the 
largest share of his favors, as he has never 
been able to answer that argument he 
made on our side in 1878."’ 

Mr. Carlisle {n this memorable speech, it 
will be remembered, arrays the holders of 
idle capital on one side and the Struggling 
masses on the other. Mr. Bryan suggested 
he could not understand why he ghould be 
called a demagogue because he advocated 
now what those men advocated then. Con- 
tinuing. the speaker sa'd when a man be- 
came converted from the gokd standard he 
Was always willing to acknowledge what 
converted him: that men could never ex- 
plain conversion from bimetallism to the 
gold standard and seldom attempted it. 
In a very striking sentence he suggested 
that if we should adopt bimetallism we 
would not only break the shackles of a 
few foreign bondholders from our own 
wrists, but would give encouragemént to 
struggling workers all over the world. 

Some Fine Ridicule.

because the business interests demanded 
it, because it would be a great injustice 
to the merchant, to the farmer and the 
laboring man to abandon it; that bimetal- 
lism would be to the advantage of the 
bankers, but would work a great hardship 
to the masses. He would claim that for 
twenty years the bankers have been direct- 
ing legislation to their own disadvantage 
and for the benefit of the laboring classes. 
He did not have to dispute this, he said, 
but he suggested that if the masses had 
any gratitude whatever they would rse 
up and repay this obligation by inaugurat- 
ing bimetallism and give the glorious 
money lenders an opportunity to recoup 
the losses they had sustained by reason 
of the @old standard. 

He ridiculed the statement that there 
Was an abundance of money in this country 
and recalled the fact that everybody was 
giad to see money come in from abroad 
and a big shipment was welcomed in all 
quarters. That fact was one unquestioned 
acknowledgment, he thought, that we need- 
ed more money. He said ag far as he could 
learn the goldbugs’ two explanations of 
hard times were: First, that the farmers 
and producers, instead of going to work 
and making a living, were sitting in the 
shade smoking pipes and insisting that the 
government support them; second, that 
there was an overproduction of farm prod- 
ucts and prices were regulated by supply 
and demand. 

He suggested that if both of these prop- 
ositions were true, and the farmers under 
the trees should go to work, there would 
be no telling how cheap things other than 
money would become. Bimetallists insist 
there must be more money; that a perma- 
nent financial system embracing gold and 
silver money must be inaugurated. 

He said the republican party had in the 
darkness enacted laws that decreased the 
ralue of silver and that the democratic 
party now sought in the light of day by 
legislation to restore silver to prop- 
er place alongside of gold, and he could 
see no heresy whatever in the demands of 
his party. 

He told the history of the Matthews and 
Teller resolution and showed how his par- 
ty’s opponents were departing from their 
former declarations and were really the rad- 
icals on the money issue. 

The speaker criticised the republican con- 
gress for its financial heresies and con- 
cluded by demonstrating the fact that the 
ratio of 16 to 1 was the only regular rea- 
sonable or possible ratio. He said that thoge 
who proposed bimetallism other than inde- 
pendent bimetallism and a ratio other than 
16 to 1, opposed both. 

When Mr. Bryan concluded the audience 
applauded until the rafters of the sub- 
stantial opera house building shook and 
the proceedings of the meeting concluded 
with a rally round the next president. 

During the two hours and twenty minutes 
of his speech, which was confined almost 
entirely to facts and to history, profound 
attention was given the speaker. 

There were perhaps a hundred cadets 
with their sweethearts in the audience and 
no power but that of Bryan’s masterful 
oratory could have caused them to refrain 
from whispering sweet nothings to the 
girls by their sides, but the young men for- 
got their pretty pariners and became en- 
tirely absorbed in the speaker and his 
theme. 

Tomorrow morning Mr. Bryan and party 
will go to Birmingham, where Mr. Bryan 
will speak tomorrow night. 

At the earnest suggestion of a committee 
of twelve from Decatur the train which 
will carry him to Birmingham wiil be stop- 
ped for half an hour at Bessemer, where 
Mr. Bryan will, from the car platform, de- 
liver a shore address to the people. 

From Birmingham Mr. Bryan will go to 
Mobile. thence to Pensacola, thence to 
Talladega and from there to Montgomery, 
where he will speak next Monday night. 

it is Mr. Bryan's intention to make fcur 
speeches in Georgia during next week, one 
in Atlanta, ome in Rome. one in /.ugusta 
and the other in Columbus, perhaps. He 
has not announced the dates for these en- 
gagements and cannot do so at this time. 

His speech here tonight was a plain. 
frank, eloquent argument of the financial 
question, abounding in practical illustra- 
tions and spicy €uggestions and was en- 
tirely free of the clap-trap or jingo'sm.

Washington, March 1.—Shortly after the 
senate convened today Mr. Perkins, of 
California, of the committee on naval af- 
fairs, presented a favorable report upon 
Mr. Bacon’s resolution providing for the 
érection in the statuary hail of the capitol 
of a bronze memortal tablet commemora- 
tive of the officers and sailors who lost 
their lives in the Maine disaster in Havana 
harbor. 

In the course of his report upon the rcso- 
lution Mr. Perkins said: 


“It is fitting at all times for a nation to 
recognize the heroism of those who have 
yielded up their lives in its eervice. 

“In this respect no nation is more gener- 
ous than ours. It stood, and still stands, 
ready to show its appreciation of bravery 
and devotion to duty. It cares for its 
helpless veterans who battled on land and 
sea; it strives to mitigate the hardships 
imposed on those who were grievously 
wounded, who bled for the flag and ae far 
as possible it seeks to aid the widows and 
orphans of our dead soldiers and sailors. 
But it is not in battle alone that heroic 
qualities are shown, neither is it only in 
time of war. Death may come in the per- 
formance of duty while peace reigns, as 
well as while the confiict rages. But 
whether in war or in peace the soldier and 
the sailor stand ever ready to give their 
lives in the performance of duty, and waen 
they so die they die like heroes and deserve 
well of their country. 


Every Man Ready To Give His Life. 


‘Every man stood beneath the flag of 
the battleship Maine had, by his very pres- 
ence on its decks, signified his willingness 
to die for the defense of the nation and 
the maintenance of the national honor. He 
was ever ready to go where duty called, 
whether to brave tempestuous seas or to 
return ehot for shot with his country’s 
enemies. When death came in the awful 
shape it took in the harbor of Havana the 
dead are no less heroes than if they had 
fallen before hostile guns. The living have 
ehown the heroic mold in which all were 
cast. If it were ever fitting to recognize 
the devotion to the country of brave men 
{t is now fitting to erect a tablet in memory 
of those who lost their lives in the destruc- 
tion of the Maine. The sailors of the navy 
have ever been the pride of the nation, 
their heroism has been recognized through- 
out the world and their deeds have brought 
forth praises from all chivalrous people. 
The great disaster at Havana hae shown 
that there exists the indomitable courage 
which heretofore has made our, fleets vic- 
torious and which is assurancé that vic- 
tory will still follow our fiag upon the 
seas. As owur fleets are strong and our 
men are brave so shall we compel and 
maintain that respect among the nations 
which is as necessary to national pros- 
perity as the respect of his fellows is to 
the prosperity of the individu.l.”

Mr. Allen, of Nebraska, a member of 
the committee on public lands, said t was 
his understanding that the provision cov- 
ering the matter of railroad rates hag beén 
inserted in the bill, and if it was not there, 
the bl was a ahiaprint. , 

Mr. Carter, of Mentgfa, explained that 
the committee ‘had not thought it desirable 
to put a provision in the bill regulating 
the charges to be made by railroads as 
was disiinctly within the provisions of the 
interstate commerce law. He eaid no such 
provision as that referred to by Mr. Ailen 
had ever been contemplated. . 

Rawlins Scores Land Sharks. 

Mr. Rawlins, in conclusion, said he 
thought congress ought to legislate for the 
peopie and not for the land sharks and 
fake railroads. The pending bill, he said, 
gave arbitrary power to a government of- 
ficer to dispose of geome of the most val- 
uable of franchises. He thought the meas- 
ure was ill drawn and badiy considered. 
Good government demanded that no such 
bill should go upon the statute books. 
The rights in Alaska were the common 
property of all and Mr. Rawlins held that 
well considered legislation should be pro- 
vided for all the people who m gh: desire 
to go to that district.

Loud Explains the Bill. | 

Mr. Loud, chairman of the postoffice com- 
mittee, who had charge of the bill, explain- 
ed before the debate opened that the com- 
mittee would offer an amendment ai the 
proper time to allow the transmission of 
sample copies of newspapers and periodicals 
not in excess of 10 per cent of their bona 
fide circulation. He submitted a general 
argument in favor of the bill, dweliing per- 
ticularly upon the vast saving the bill would 
effect annually. The deficiency in the pos- 
tal revenues was steadily decreasing. In 
1896 it was $9,000,000; last year it was $12,- 
000,000; this year it will be a million and a 
half more—all because it cost the govern- 
ment. $43,000,000 to transmit the second- 
class mail matter of the country, which 
yielded the government a revenue of but 
$2,000,000. He charged that much of the 
opposition to this measure in the country 
press had been roused by the publishing 
houses of New York and wes ill-founded 
in fact. It had been charged, Mr. Loud 
said. that this bill was in the interest of 
the express companies. ; 

“Tf we don’t get this business,”

Mr. Loud displayed to the house a vast 
amount of literature with which congress 
had been flooded by the opposition to the 
biil and he produced evidence that most of 
it had been inspired directly by publishers 
who were the beneficiaries of what they 
termed “‘the government's bounty.”

Mr. Loud was besieged with questions 
toward the cloge of his remarks.

Young White Girl Falls in Love with 
Negro Man and Elopes with Him. 


Sylvania, Ga., March 1,—(Special.)—A 
sensational affair in which a negro man 
and a young white girl figure has just 
come to a climax here bv the arrest and 
imprisonment of the former. 

The young girl, whose name is Mattie 
Robinson, lived near the Savannah river 
in this county, and the negro, whose name 
is John Rawls, was working on her father’s 
farm. The girl, so the negro says, became 
attached to him and would follow and car- 
ress him at every opportunity, and when 
he fled from the neighborhood on account 
of a warrant for carrying concealed weap- 
ons against him the girl declared she 
would go with him wherever he went.

IN ATHENS 


The Work of the Dispensary System Is 
Freely Analyzed. 


MISTAKE IN PREVIOUS FIGURES 


Net Profits Almost $10,000 on the 
Year’s Business. 


ITEMS OF EXPENSE CAREFULLY GONE OVER 


Criticism of Dispensary System Is Met 
and Controverted—Truth About 
Dispensary Management. 


Athens, Ga., March 1.—(Special.)—The re- 
cent annual report of the Athens dispen- 
sary, showing the amounts of sales, pur- 
chases and profit, has caused some people 
to criticise its management in a way that 
would indicate that there were a good 
many ‘“‘snaps’’ in that institution. 


Among the criticisms offered was the fol- 
lowing:

Atlanta, Ga., February 22, 1898. 

In order to thoroughly inform the people 
on the subject of the Athens dispensary, 
a full examination of the books of that 
concern was made and the figures tabu- 
lated. 

To start with, a typographical error has 
given out the net profits at $6,598 when 
they should be $9,598, making a difference 
of $3,000 against the argument offered by 
“High License Saloon.’’ 

When the annual amount of the pur- 
chase at the dispensary is put down at $36,- 
370 the freight on that amount is not in- 
cluded. That represents the involce cost 
of the liquors. The freight is added to 
the expense account. 

Under the law, the comm/'ssioners can 
sell for no more than 53) per cent profit on 
the invoice cost. They cannot, if they wish 
to, go beyond that figure. Hence 5) per 
cent profit on $36,370 would ‘be in round 
numbers $18,000 gross profit, or, to be exact, 
according to the report, $17,570. 

Out of these gross profits must come 
all the expenses of the dispensary.

Under the dispensary law the commis- 
sioners’ salaries are fixed at not less than 
$100 each, there being three commissioners. 

Under the law all the liquors have to be 
enalyzed by a competent chemist, which 
adds $300 per' annum to the expense ac- 
count. 

The heaviest expense is bottles and jugs, 
frequent carload orders being made, which 
costs heavily. 

If the dispensary law here contemplated 
running the business for a profit, then 
more money might be made. But the law 
distinctly says that all profits shall be 
an incident to and not an object of the 
dispensary. 

In order to prevent it being turned into 
a money-making machine, the law pro- 
vided that not more than 530 per cent profit 
on the invoice cost of the stock could be 
made. 

The money thus cleared, which averages 
between $9,000 and $10,000 per annum, is 
divided between the city of Athens and the 
county of Clarke and used for many 
purposes of public 3° yvement, such ag 
schools, roads, ete.

BIG CONFLAGRATION IS ROME. 
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The Tribune Building Destroyel and 
' Other Buildings Injured. 


Rome, Ga., March 1.—(Special.)—One of 
the most disastrous fires in the city of 
Rome in years occurred here th’s morning. 

The fire originated in the office of The 
Rome Tribune and was soon under such 
headway as to causesthe most intense ex- 
citement. 

The Tribune office is located in the Mose- 
ley building, in the heart of the business 
portion of the city, and only two doors 
above the handsome opera house building. 
The origin of the fire was in the room 
where The Tribune paper is stored, and 
was caused by some of the paper being 
carelessly thrown against a stovepipe com- 
ing through from the music house of E. E. 
Forbes, below. 

The alarm was turned in shortly after the 
fire was discovered, but on account of the 
location of the building it was impossible 
to check it util the building was an almost 
total wreck. The flames burst through 
the roof and began to spread in both di- 
rections up and down Broad street, and 
the fire department was compslled to give 
its attention aimovwt entirely to saving ad- 
jacent buildings. 

The Tribune office is upstairs over the 
music house of E. E. Forbes & Co... and 
the damage to this firm was more from 
water than by fire. Mr. Fornes carried a 
large stock of pianos, bicycles, organs, 
sewing machines, guitars, etc., and they 
were fiooded. His loss from water alone 
will probably reach $3,900. 

The Singer Sewing Mac®Pine Company, 
just one door above Mr. Forbes, also guf- 
fered considerable damage, and Mrs. Min- 
hennit, who lived upstairs over this store, 
also loses to a great extent. 

Mr. Fred Hanson, just below The Tribune 
office, and the Rome Building and Loan 
Company, just over th‘s establishment, also 
comes in for very extensive damages. The 
opera house was not damaged at all, being 
protected by splendid fire walls.

THE TAX RATE RAISED. 


Some Sensational Legislation by the 
City Council of Rome. 

Rome, Ga., March 1.—(Special.)—The city 
council, at an all-night session last night, 
passed some ordinances that will create 
the biggest kind of a sensation in Rome 
and some warm times are looked for. 

The most important and sensational ac- 
tion taken was the increasing of the city’s 
tax rate from 9% cents to $1.02. This extra 
7 cents is to be collected out of the property 
owners in addition to the 95 cents already 
collected for -last year and will go to fillin 
some gaps in appropriations overdrawn. 
The special levy Will be collected with the 
first half of the tax for 1898. There is 
some tall kicking going on in consequence 
of this levy. 

The ordinance increasing the schoo] board 
from five members to seven was also pass- 
ed and some more kicks are looked for 
along this line. A new member was elect- 
ed in the place of Mr. N. H. Bass, whose 
seat has been declared vacant, and, as Mr. 
Bass refuses to vacate, it looks like squally 
times are in store for some people. 

The new members of the board elected 
last night were: W. H. Steele, at large, 
term to February, 1899; J. B. H‘ll, at large, 
term to February. 1899; Dr. Will Johnson, 
first ward, term to 1901; Dr. T. D. McMall, 
unexpired term from fifth ward, to Feb- 
ruary, 1899. 

It is declared by some that this is a parti- 
san movement and it is said today that 
an effort will be made to get the incom- 
ing council to abolish the entire board and 
begin over. If the matter ever reaches 
this stage there will be some warm times 
in Rome and no mistake. 

Alderman Denny will introduce an ordi- 
nance at the next meeting requiring all 
city officials to pay their debts or get out, 
and Alderman Johnson warmed up this 
red-hot meeting with notice that he would 
introduce an anti-high hat’ ordinance at 
the next meeting of council.

The appointment of a receiver is of pe- 
culiar interest in view of the unusual cir- 
cumstances surrounding the case. The road 
was only recently sold under a decree of 
the court to satisfy a mortgage or bonds 
hela bv the Central Trust Company. of 
New York. The part of the road sola under 
the decree is properly known as the Rome 
and Carroliton road and is about 140 ymiles 
long. 

It was supposed that the sale of the road 
had stopped all litigation, but directly after 
it had been bought by the Chattanooga. 
Rome and Southern Railway. Company, the 
Successor to the Chattanooga, Rome and 
Columbus, the Farmers’ Loan and Trust 
Company, of New York, filed a petition 
before Judge Newman asking that the sale 
be Set aside and that a receiver be ap- 
pointed for the property. The Farmers’ 
company claimed that it held $150,000 bonds 
on the property, which were prior Hens to 
the bonds held by the Central Trust Com- 
pany, and that the bonds held by the latter 
company were Subject to the mortgage of 
the Farmers’ company. 

Tans petition created some surprise. 
Judge Newman took the ease under con- 
sideration and night before last, as that 
was the last day cf court, at the request 
orf attorneys, he. filed his decision, appo‘nt- 
ing Mr. Wilburn reeeiver. Mr. Wilburn 
is president of the Chattanooga, Rome and 
Southern railroad, which ig now operating 
the Cisputed property as a part of its sys- 
tiem.

Such Is the View of Colonel A. P. 
Brantley, of Blackshear.

Tells of the Difference Between Sea 
Island Cotton and Other Long 
Staple. 


Blackshear, Ga., March 1.—(Special.)— 
The business situation, as affected by cot- 
ton, was discussed today by Colonel A. P. 
Brantley. 

Colonel Brantley is president of the A. 
P. Brantley Company, which, for more 
than a quarter of a century, has conducted 
a large and successful meroantile business 
at Biackshear, with branches throughout 
th's section of the state. He is also presi- 
dent of a large of! mil! and fertilizer fac- 
tory at this place, as weil as president of 
tne Blackshear bank. . 

€ea-Island and Long Staple. 

When interviewed Colonel Brantley said: 

“This section of the country is entirely 
dependent upon sea island or long staple 
cotton. Some people hawe an idea that all 
of the sea island cotton is grown on the 
islands, and 1 suppose the only real 5ea 
island cotton is grown there, but we pro- 
duce in southeast and the lower portion 
of southwest Georgia and extensively in 
Florida a long staple cotton, which is call- 
ed sea island. 

“This cotton, since the season of 1592-'%, 
has declined about 6 per cent. As evéry- 
body knows, no staple produced ean d?- 
cline @® per cent and leave 
of that staple prosperous. The chief cause 
for this decline is brought about by tne 
importation of Egyptian and other long 


staple cotton into this country free of — |

It Does Not Compete. 


“Tf it were true that Egyptian cotton is 
a grade between upland and sea isiand coi-

If they are 
similar the same competition resulta, as 
you well know. Hence on this principle a 
tariff has been laid on the various grades 
ff wool not produced in this country. 
Nevertheless if such grades of wool were 
admitted into this country free of duty 
they would affect the price of the home- 
crown article, although not identical in 
quality. 

“Second. there is direct competition lLe- 
tween our long staple cotton and Egyp‘ian 
cotton. For example, in spool thread, the 
Egyptian catton can be used entirely fer 
all numbers be'ow 40 and it is said that 
it can even be substituted for fifties. There 
can be no clearer proof of the competition 
than the results obtained from tne ma-rket- 
ing of this year’s crop. I ineciose a ble 
showing the crops and prices for seve 
years past. This season, although the 
ts fully & or @ per cent short of 
year, the price has averaged 2 cents 
pound lower than has ever been known in 
the historv of the trade. This is due to 
the fact that Egyptian cotton is 2 cents 
‘ower than it was last season.”

What the Result Shows. 


“When the Sea Island cotton growers 
were making an effort last winter to have 
a tariff placed on all importations into this 
country of long staple cotton, The Morn- 
ing News, of Savannah, among other dem- 
ocratic papers, threw cold water on the 
movement and contended that a duty 
would do no good. The fallacy of this con- 
tention is clearly disproved by the facts 
aS they exist today. Our people have no 
yatience With the ‘‘free raw material” idea. 
long as the principal revenues of the 
sovernment are to be collected through the 
imposition of tariff laws they do not feel 
that raw materials should bear more than 
their mart of the burden. And they recog- 
nize the fact that the larger the free list 
the heavier the duty must be on articles 
that remain on the dutiable list. 

“A considerable number of our people are 
goldbugs and a great many of them voted 
for McKinley and they feel that they were 
shamefully treated in the. making up of 
the Dingley tariff bill. 

“The decline in upiand cotton is almost 
as serious as the decline in our long staple 
cotton. I think very few people outside of 
the. farmers themselves realize what a 
struggle they have to make both ends 
meet, even after denying themselves al- 
most every comfort. I have known cases of 
sickness where a doctor was not sent for 
until it was too late for him to do any 
good simply because the parties could rot. 
see where they were to get the money 
with which to pay the doctor. 

Business Will Remain Dull. 


“Of course no one will deny that the less 
the farmer gets for his crop the less he 
will have to spend. 

“Bus-ness has been very light this fall 
and winter and | think promises to continue 
indefinitely on the same scale. But for 
the fact that our people must have homes 
to shelter them, farm property would bee 
come practically valueless in Georgla and 
otner southern states, for the simple reason 
that no profit can be made from them. As 
it is, the value of farm property has very 
materially declined. 

‘Business will not improve until the 
farmers can sell their products at a profit. 
Something must be done to rehabilitate 
prices, otherwise depression and hard timeg 
will continue.’’ M. €. McALPIN.

No doubt it was ‘“‘statesmanship” for 
Lord Salisbury to permit the Turks to 
massacre the Armeniaas. No doubt 
it was “statesmanship” for the European 
powers to allow the Turks to disembovwel 
Greece. Anything is statesmanship in 
these days that permits human life and 
liberty to be sacrificed to the interests 
of the money power. — 

"This question of money seems to be 
more important with the republicans 
than any impulse of pairiotism. jt is 
worthy of note that the McKinley cab- 
inet is becoming rather warm on this 
question of money as a poultice to the 
feelings of an outraged nation. Weare 
informed in the most serious manner by 
those who are close to the adminisira- 
tion that should the evidence nrove the 
Spaniards to be responsible for the 
Maine disaster, our shifty and thrifty 
rulers will at once proceed to exact an 
indemnity large enough -to soothe our 
wounded feelings. 

This is an operation that would work 
two ways. It would not only ‘‘make 
war’ inexcusable,” as Editor Godkin 
phrases it, but it would enable the gold 
syndicate to turn an honest penny by 
advancing Spaim the sum necessary 
to plaster our “national honor.’ Tor 
Spain would have to borrow the money. 
This would mean a new issue of bonds, 
and all the profits of the transaction 
will go into the bulging but capacious 
pockets of the gold syndicate—familiar- 
ly known as the money power. 

It is toward this pleasing contingency 
that the whole Cuban question, as well 
as the unexpected disaster to the Maine, 
is tending., Unquestionably the Ameri- 
can people (strictly speaking) are unan- 
imously in favor of intervening to put 
an end to the Cuban struggle on the 
basis of Cuban liberty. But just at this 
point the money power begins to make 
itself felt. “Cuba must be free? Very 
well. But what are we to make out of 
the transaction?” the high financiers 
inquire. And they make the inquiry 
with such earnestness that Mr. McKin- 
ley, who is under obligations to them for 
his election, is obliged to give ear to 
them—is obliged, in fact, to scrateh 
out a part of his party platforim. 

But there are considerations that wil] 
surely ripen to the point of bothera- 
tion. If—you will observe that we are 


as cautious and as conservative as pos- 


sible—ifthe Maine was destroyed by 
Spanish agencies, and if the destruction 
of the vessel by such agencies (with the 
accompanying loss of life too horr‘ble 
to contemplate), is in the nature of an 
insult to our national honor, how is the 
matter to be settled by a money in- 
demnity? Will money satisfy the peo- 
ple? Or is it wild presumption to insist 
that the people have any interest in the 
plans of Mr. McKinley and the money 
power? 

Even admitting that money is caleu- 
lated to satisfy all wounds, all losses 
and all insults, how can Mr. McKinley, 
though aided by an accountant hot from 
Wall street, accurately estimate how 
much Spain should pay for the destrue- 
tion of the Maine? How much does it 
cost to blow two hundred and odd 
Americans to eternity? These questions

We are not protesting against this re- 
markable situation, but merely com- 
menting on-it. To protest would be 
idle; it will be time enough to engage 
in that business when the people are 
ready to call the republican party to 
account at the polls. We have tried to 
discuss the Cuban question heretofore 
from a purely American standpoint, 
knowing that intervention would be a 
feather in the cap of the republican par- 
ty, but willing to see it placed there 
in so righteous a cause. 

From a party point of view we would 
not have the situation changed one iota. 
Looking to party success alone, we 
would have’ the republicans carry out 
their announced programme to the let- 
ter. It seems to be useless for any 
democrat to discuss matters from the 
Americam standpoint so long as the 
money power has charge of the repub- 
lican party. It is worse than useless. 

The democrats stand‘ now, as they 
have stood from the first, ready to en- 
courage and support any movement on 
the part of the republicans to establish a 
free government in Cuba. or to encour- 
age and support any measure for the 
Vindication of the American name and 
honor.

The Case of India. 

Our readers will doubtless remember 
the fact that, in commenting on,the s0- 
called famine in India at the time when 
the deplorable condition of affairs in 
that country were attracting attention, 
The Constitution declared that the sit- 
uation there was not due to the dearth 
of food, but to a lack of money, caused 
by the tremendous spoliation in scaling 
the rupee from a silver to a gold valu- 


ation which was involved in the closing | 


of the Indian mint to the free coinage 
of silver. 

When that declaration was made we 
had only the theoretical results of the 
Indian policy before us—the demonetiza- 
tion of hundreds of millions of silver 
in possession of the people by the clos- 
ing of the mints, and the ascription of 
an artificial value to the @oined rupee. 
Events have shown: beyond all question 
that our deductions were accurate, Thou- 
sands of peasants starved within sight 
of plentiful supplies of food, and hun- 
dreds of thousands were in a starving 
condition who, if the mints had been 
opened to silver, could have sold their 
silver ornaments—the shape in which 
the people there store their savings—to 
the jewelers for the mint value in ru- 
pees. 

The London Times recently printed 
an abstract of the opinion of the Anglo- 
Indian press on the present financjal 
conditions, which the correspondent of 
The New York Tribune describes as 
“one of the gloomiest revelations of 
financial stringency and industrial ex- 
haustion ever made.” The artificial val- 
ue of the rupee, instead of being based 
on gold, is based entirely on the lack 
of an adequate supply of currency. The 
Indian government, for the sole purpose 
of creating more favorable rates of ex- 
change in London, has produced a money 
famine which has resulted in starvation 
among the people and the paralysis of 
all industry. And this is the result of 
the folly of men who are desaribed as 
“eminent financiers.” 

Even commercial enterprise has been 
destroyed by a bank rate of 10 per cent 
—-a rate at which merchants are hard- 
ly able to sell their bills. Loans range 
from 14 to 24 per cent in Caleutta and 
Bombay. Hear The London Times: 

If the conviction once possesses the In- 
dian mind that the artificial enhancement 
of the rupee iS a contributory cause of 
famine. it will furnish a common rallying 
ery for all classes—peasant and townsman, 
rich and poor—such as the congress has 
never yet raised. Put in econcmic terms, 
the contention is that the government, in 
order more easily to discharge its own 
gold obligations, has subjected India to 
an artificial currency that bears dwn the 
producing industries on which the present 
and the future of the people depend. Thus 
stated, the question i8 open to fair argu- 
ment. But if it passes from the Anglo- 
Indian to the vernaoular press, it will cease 
to be stated in economic terms, and be- 
come a popular cry of the spoilation of the 
peasant—that cry for which it has hitherto 
been our endeavor to avoid giving any just 
cause. 

We have here the confession that it 
would be ruinous to tell the truth in 
plain words, and therefore it must be 
stated in “economic terms.” To such 
depths of degradation has the money 
power brought men otherwise honest 
and respectable! It is the simple truth 
that the spoliation of the natives of In- 
dia was the first and is the last inten- 
tion of those who profit by the gold 
Standard. The Indian mints were 
closed for the sole purpose of compelling 
the natives to fetch out their supposi- 
titious hoards of gold, and this could 
only be done by demonetizing their sil- 
ver possessions. 

It is, indeed, gratifying to know that 
some of the evil results of this crime 
have fallen in full force on the class that 
instigated it: The British in India 
have not starved, it is true: but they 
are the victims of something which is 
worse than starvation in their own esti- 
mation. ‘Their Profits have been cut 
off, and their Losses are staring them in 
the face. ‘The Commerce has been crip- 
pled, and their precious Trade is almost 
entirely wiped out. 

These are the men who last year 
thought it “injudicious” to join with 
France and the United Staes in restoring 
bimetallism. Though they were up to 
their ears in the results of their folly, 
they refused to open their eyes to see 
the only real remedy for the evils. And 
even now, with the native population on 
the brink of starvation and bankruptcy 
written across the face of British In- 
dia, they have practically determined to 
prolong the currency famine with the 
idea of coming to anchor on the gold 
standard. Such a sacrifice of humanity 
to greed has but one parallel in history 
and that belongs to experience of the 
people of the United states since the 
clandestine demonetization of silver. 
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Municipal States Proposed. 


Mr. Joseph H. Irwin, of Alleghany 
City, Pa., comes to the front with the 
somewhat upique' suggestion that the 
present citiesof New York, Philadelphia 
and Chicago be converted into separate 
municipal commonwealths. 

In support of this suggestion Mr. Ir- 
win observes that when ovr simple fore- 
fathers framed the constitution of the 
United States they never dreamed that 
within one hundred years from that time 
cities would spring up in this country 
with 3,000,000 inhabitants; else they

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carve new states out of old ones, and 
that precedents for converting New 
York, Philadelphia and Chicago into 
states are abundant. 

Before converting these cities into 
states, Mr. Irwin’s idea is to annex to 
each of them enough surrounding terri- 
tory to give them respectable areas. For 
instance, he suggests that some five or 
six counties south of Poughkeepsie in 
New York state be annexed to New York 
city; that some eight or more counties 
north of the Illinois and Kankakee riv- 
ers, in the state of Illinois,, be annexed 
to Chicago; and that some six or eight 
counties south of the Blue mountains, in 
Pennsylvania, be annexed to Philadel- 
phia. He suggests that the state which 
includes the present city of New York 
be called New Amsterdam; that the state 
which includes the present city of Chi- 
cago be called Lincoln, and that the 
state which includes the present city of 
Philadelphia be called Franklin. On the 
basis of thé last census returns Mr. 
Irwin gives the following population to 
these proposed states, together with 
their respective areas:

In further support of his unique prop- 
osition Mr. Irwin states that the popula- 
tion of the present city of New York 
is equal to that of the thirteen American 
colonies at the close of the revolution- 
ary war; and that New York, Chicago 
and Philadelphia are equal in popula- 
tion to the aggregate of the seventeen 
states and eight territories at the time 
of the federal census in 1810. 
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| The Growth of the South. 


In the decade extending from 1880 to 
1890 the south’s property increased in 
value over $4,000,000,000; but when the 
present decade expires it will be found 
that the propérty of this section has 
gained in value something considerably 
in excess of this sum. 

One of the most conservative of south- 
ern newspapers is The Washington Post. 
In speaking of the south’s phenomenal 
development in recent years The Wash- 
ington Post makes this observation: 


While many northern dollars have been 
invested in southern enterprises, it is ad- 
mitted that by far the greater part of the 
increased wealth is due to southern intel- 
ligence and energy. 

Yet this is only the beginning. The iron 
area of the south, 700 miles in length and 
200 in width, paralleled by belts of coal and 
limestone, is only worked in its vestibule, 
as it were. In a few years hundreds of 
shops, whose fires will be fed from the coal 
at the doors, will surround every present 
one. We are assured that Alabama is now 
laving down iron in England at prices with 
which the English producers say they can- 
not compete at any profit. One-half of all 
the standing timber of the country is in 
the south. Much of it is not suited to the 
making of the best furniture, but all has 
its uses, and will add enormously to the 
activity and wealth of that section. It ts 
no small matter, too, that the southern 
products of the soil are no longer limited 
to cotton, rice, tobacco, sugar and sweet 
potatoes, but include besides early vegeta- 
bles and corn, everything that is not pro- 
hibited by the climate... In recent years 
experiments in fruits and other profitable 
products of farming have led to enterprises 
that Must swell the riches of the land. It 
is not sO many years since the south 
bought all its meat and its corn in the 
north, and the carrying of these, for which 
Vast suMs were p&id by -the impoverished 
people, was the main support of lines of 
steamers. The romantic south is passing. 
So is the impoverished south. 

The editorial from avhich the forego- 
ing paragraph is extracted constitutes a 
valuavle contribution to the literatwre 
of the present industrial crisis in the 
United States.

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A Pertinent Question. 

While the probabilities of war be- 
tween Spain and the United States are 
Steadily becoming less and less, there 
are still some interesting questions 
which are pertinent in this connection. 
lor example, could the United States 
purchase ironclads of foreign powers if 
required to do so by the necessities of 
war? 

In response to this question: a writer 
in The New York Herald states that 
Italy is the only trans-Atlantic power 
from which the United States could 
possibly purchase naval reinforcements. 
He states that in his opinion Italy would 
be willing to part with her battleship 
Garibaldi for a moderate consideration. 
This battleship is 625 feet in length and 
draws twenty-three feet of water: its 
total displacement aggregat¢s 6,040 tons. 
Apart from its equipment the Garibaldi 
cost Italy $3,000,000. Besides this bat- 
tleship Italy also possesses two excel- 
jent armored cruisers which she might 
be willing to sell. But the greatest 
need of this country is for torpedo boats, 
and of these Italy has none to spare. 

Of South American countries, the 
writer states that Argentina is perhaps 
the only one from which the United 
States could purchase battleships. She 
has two armored cruisers valued at 
$3,300,000 each which she might sell to 
the United States, and also several tor- 
pedo boats. Brazil has no war engines 
which this country would care to pur- 
chase. Chili is well equipped with 
stout ironclads, but she would hardly be 
willing, on account of recent difficulties 
of a diplomatic nature with this country, 
to part with any of them. So in the 
event of serious’ difficulties requiring 
more war vessels than we possess at 
present, the United States could look 
with reasonable assurance only to It- 
aly and Argentina.

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EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


A writer in The New York Independent 
discusses at some length why the United 
States is so unpopular with Europeans. 
Beginning with France, the writer says: 
For vears there has been a large American 
colony in Paris, hut its members find it 
difficult to get any entree into French so- 
ciety. French ideals differ from ours as 
much they do from the English. Be- 
sides, the natural sympathy of France is 
with its neighbor, Spain, which has a 
large colony in Paris; and SpanisN bonds 
are held in France which would be almost 
worthless if Cuba were to secure ;iindepend- 
ence, The French believe what the Span- 
lards tell them, that the United States is 
hungering to annex Cuba. We need not 
argue the ill-will of Germany; it is too plain 
to be missed. It is caused partly by the 
operation of our protective tariff and partly 
by the loss to the United States of so inany 
German citizens and possible soldiers. But 
still more the cause is in that which is seen 
all through Europe, the growth and pros- 
perity of this country, the development of 
its manufactures and commerce, which ¢xX- 
cite general apprehension. What Germany 
feels is what the Austrian premier, Golu- 
chowski, startled us by proclaiming that 
the twentieth century must the union 
of WBurope against America to shut. out 
American products and influence. The yel- 
low peril, from China, is not so much fear- 
ed as the American peril. This apprenen- 
sion affects all Europe, though just: now 
more clearly expressed in Germany and 
Austria. But Italy feels it as well, al- 
though she has her sjecial grievance in 
the New Orleans lynching.-case. Of the 
great powers there remain Russia, which 
has no publie opinion, and Great. Britain; 
the mother country remains our friend.

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According to the last government census 
the pepulation of Spain aggregated only 
17,545,632 or less than one-half the popuia- 
ticn of France. Savs a well-informed writer 
in The Chiergo Times-Herald: “Spain has 
an area of 197,670 square miles. The area 
of France # only a few thousand square 
miles greater, and yet France hag a popu- 
lation of very nearly 4,000,000. Texas has 
an area of 274,356 square miles. Spain could 
be laid out on Texas and Texas would have 
76,686 square miles left cver. The state of 
Pensylvania, New York, Illinois and Ala- 
bama have more population together than 
has Spain, and are immensely more 


wealthy. These states could borrow enough 4 


money, with their whole field of commodi- 
ties, men and capital behind the loan, to 
pay off at one coup the whole national debt 
of Spain. They could raise, pay and muin- 
tain a bigger army than Spain could. Their 
natural resources could outlast Spain’s 
ten to one. Their steam power is infinitely 
greater, and as man power can always be 
gauged by steam power you can imagine 
the difference. These four states could ex- 
ist if they sequestrated from all the rest 
of the world. Spain could. hardly live a 
day. Spain was once the greatest nation 
on the face of the globe. Say, rather, she 
was twice so. First as a center of learning 
and science under the Saracenic rule, when 
the City of Cordova had a mile of gas-lit 
streets and fountains of quicksilver played 
in the palace yard of the caliph. Second 
when she Was the greatest military power 
in Europe. If you look at the names of 
countries, cities and places in the western 
hemisphere you will realize what a grand 
empire Spain once was and what a power 
she wielded over men. But Spain could not 
stand the march of modern invention. She 
has steadily shrunk and shriveled and lost 
her possessions, until now all she has left 
worth speaking of is Cuba. The Philippines 
are insignificant pOssessions.”’ 


The New York Mail and Express argues 
that even in the event hostilities with Spain 
fail to materialize as the result of present 
complications it is still inevitable that the 
plan of freeing Cuba by purchase must 
come up for discussion. 


Says this exponent of New York senti!- 
ment: ““This suggestion has been received 
hitherto by the Spanish government with 
a show of indignation meant for home con- 
sumption, But the country that sold Flor- 
ida to the United States can with propriety 
sell Cuba to the Cubans, and this govern- 
ment can well afford to guarantee the in- 
terest upon a debt of $100,000,000, a sum only 
equal to our commercial loss in a single 
year because of the existing war. But the 
extra debt incurred in the last three years 
must be borne by Spain alone. Spain must 
sell or fight!’ 


Does the civilized world think less of M. 
Zola for his conviction in the recent mock 
trial in Paris. Under the peculiar circum- 
stances which have attended the hearing 
of this extraordinary case the action of 
the jury clothes the distinguished author 
with fresh honor. Says The New York Tri- 
bune: The injustice of the court. the trav- 
esty of a trial, have discounted its value 
hopelessly. The world has watched and lis- 
tened, and has already framed a verdict to 
its own satisfaction. It has hitherto. had 
mich fault to find with Emile Zola. and 
most justly. Today it forgives him much 
It believes that he has spoken the truth, 
and that he has done so because of an un- 
selfish love of truth. He has brought upon 
himself the obloquy of the very rabble that 
once hailed with joy his less creditable 
works; but he has won for himself the es- 
teem and praise of millions to whom his 
very name Was once distasteful. The sav- 
age howls and shrieks that assailed him in 
the courtroom are lost in the world-wide 
plaudits of those who honor marhood and 
believe in righteOusmess. The verdict of the 
jury matters little. It will supply only one

COLONEL G. W. ADAIR 
SEVENTY-FIVE YEARS OLD 


Happiness, peace and good will toward 
all men, were the achievements of seven- 
ty-five years of life to which Colonel 
George W. Adair pointed with greatest 
pride yesterday on the seventy-fifth anni- 
versary of his birth. 

“I love all fren and there is no hand 
I would refuse to shake,’ said Colonel 
Adair, “‘and of all the accomplishments of 
my life time [ feel most deeply gratified 
that I have built up this happiness and 
contentment. I am healthy ang am work- 
ing today.

The dearest attainments of a long life 
were summed up in these words. On the 
seventy-fift anniversary of a life that 
had been devoted to the upbuilding of a 
great city and the accumulation of a large 
fortune, the man who ha@ done so much 
forgot his cOmmercia! accomplishments to 
smile over a sentimental] feeling for his 
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COLONEL GEORGE W. ADAIR. 
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fellow man. He was happy, not because 
he had struggled and won, not because of 
the money he had amassed, but because 
he could say that he felt ill toward no 
man. 

Atlanta has blossomed out of the wil- 
derness under the eyés of Colonel Adair. 
He has been connected with every public 
enterprise and has associated himself with 
all that meant progress for the city. He 
has done more to make the city’s history 
than any other one man, and Atlanta’s 
people naturally feel an interest in him. 
He has celebrated nearly sixty-five of his 
birthdays here. 

Colonel Adair never has any elaborate 
celebrations on the anniversary of his 
birth. He usually has the members of his 
family and “Cousin John’’ Thrasher pres- 
ent, but yesterday Mr. Thrasher was out 
of the city and only the six children of 
the pioneer helped him do honor to th 
day. His three sons—Jack,. George and 
Forrest—live with and are near him, and 
his three daughters—Mrs. Foster,: Mrs. 
Howe!l and Mrs. Eckford—live on the 
same bloek with him. They all gathered 
at the father’s home to spen@ the day and 
take part in the birthday feast. It was a 
happy family gathering, and Colonel Adair 
greatly enjoyed the day. In the afternoon 
he went down town to his office and ended 
his seventy-fifth birthday in work. 

On the slope of the hill that rises from 
Hard Labor creek, in Clayton county, 
Colonel Adair was born seventy-five years 
ago. His father was then a prosperous 
farmer of the county. at that time a part 
of Henry county. When the babe was 
two years oid the father moved to DeKalb 
county and settled near Decatur. Before 
Atlanta was dreamed of George Adair 
worked in a store at Decatur, then the 
largest city in this section. When work-. 
men began to build the terminus of the 
railroad in Atlanta the boy came here. 
As a youth he saw far into the future and 
thought that the little terminus would 
some time be a great city. So he settled 
here and his dreams of the future have 
realized with the passing years as ihey 
have come and gone. 

Every change that has been made here 
has been watched by Colonel Adair. He 
has seen the city as a wild forest,’ thén 
as a little group of workhouses, then again 
as a struggling village, and has watched 
it grow up to be the leading city of the 
southeast. He was here when the shells 
of the northern army fell thick over the 
town and he saw the city in ashes after 
Sherman had passed. Since he came here 
he has never been away for any length of 
time except for the years he passed fight- 
ing with General Forrest for the south. 
Nearly every plece of real estate in this 
big city has passed through Colonel Adair’s 
hands. He has sold at auction nearly all 
of the principal lots in Atlanta. 

“T have seen Atlanta in all its phases,” 
said Colonel Adair yesterday. “Tt have 
watched it grow up from nothing and have 
seen every change in its dress and in its 
character. During the many years I have 
lived here I have known all the people 
and have seen all of the big buildings go 
up. From the very first I have had the 
utmost faith in Atlanta. 

“The city is necessarily a site 
large town. It’s geagraphical location 
makes it an excellent distributing point. 
From my sixty years’ experience in busi- 
ness here I feel able to predict a won- 
derful future for Atlanta. -One thfng I 
have noticed is that Atlanta has never 
been lacking for new and enterprising 
people. There is a constant infusion- of 
new blood, and this makes the population 
progressive and energetic. We have the 
cream of the business people of Georgia. 
For many years I have welcomed business 
men here from all of the small towns in 
Georgia. They have come here and have 
grown rich.

The Nine Celestials Will Be Tried by 
Judge Foute Next Friday—China- 
men Greatly Wrought Up. 

The Chinese of Atlanta are at war again 
among themselves and the air is filled with 
warrants from the justice courts. After a 
little preliminary scrapping among them- 
selves the fight has reached the courts and 
will be fought out there. There are war- 
rants now in the court of Judge Foute for 
the following Chinamen charging them 

with assault with intent to murder: 

Chan Yee, Fong Shang and Chang Kow. 
These were sworn out by Lum Ling, the 
father of the famous Chinese baby. These 
Chinamen were to have been tried yester- 
day but the trial was put off until Friday 
afternoon. The following celestials will be 
tried Saturday morning on warrants for 
assault and battery sworn out at the court 
of Judge Orr by one Woo Fare Shin: Jung 
Chang Dun, Lum Jack, Chang Kee Lung, 
Chang Tuck and Lum Chuck. 

Four of the Chinamen are charged with 
an assault and battery, The warrants were 
an aftermath to a lively row at the joss 
house on West Mitchell street last Sunday 
afternoon over a game of fan-tan. 

Every Chinaman in the city is worked up 
over the arrests, and the two factions are 
backing up their friends. One faction is 
headed by Fou San and the other by Lum 
Ling. The Fou San side have retained 
Dersey Brewster & Howell and the Lum 
Ling side has Mr. W. T. Moyers. So that 
the fight in the courts promises to be a 
very interesting legal battle.

MR. HILL WILL NOT RUN 


Says He Has Not the Time To Lose 
from His Practice. 


WOODWARD WILL MAKE FIGHT TO A FINISH 


His Friends Are Working Hard and 
Believe He Will Win—Politics 
Is Warming Up. 


DECIDED change in the mayoralty 
Ane came yesterday. Mr. W. P. Hill, 

who announced soon after Captain 
English, has decided to withdraw. He 
stated yesterday afternoon he was out of 
the race and that he.would leave a clear 
field for the other candidates. 

Mr. Hill gives several reasons for his de- 
cision. He says the campaign will be too 
long; that he has not the time to devote to 
it from his law practice; that he cannot 
afford the necessary expense of a heated 
race; that in view of the probability of 
other candidates besides himself against 
Captain English he does not think he 
would have a good chance of winning. 

This leaves the fight so far between Cap- 
tain English and Alderman Woodward. 
The latter has as yet made no definite an- 
nouncement, but it is stated on authority 
he will be in the race. His friends are 
working assiduously for his election and it 
is only a question of a few days until kis 
formal announcement will be made public. 

From present indications there will be 
other candidates out in a short while. Colo- 
nel John B, Goodwin, ex-mayor of Atlanta, 
has been approached by friends scv32ral 
times, but he has refused to enter the con- 
test. 

Mr. Anton Kontz, clerk of the county 
board, has also been urged to run against 
Captain English, but he refused. He 
stated yesterday afternoon he had not the 
slightest idea of running for mayor. The 
English opposition is at work and promises 
to bring out a strong man yet to battle for 
the mayoralty. 

Action of Mr. Hill a Surprise. 


The announcement of Mr. Hill’s retire- 
ment from the race will be a general sur- 
prise When he first made public his am- 
bition for the position of municipal execu- 
tive his friends said he would stick to the 
last and that he would give Captain Eng- 
lish ao hard race. Mr. Hill has a host of 
friends in the city who would have gladly 
supported him and who will regret to learn 
he is out of the race. 

‘T have been considering the matter some 
time,”’ said he vesterday, ‘‘and have deciaed 
to quit the race. My decision is absolutely 
final. I sincerely appreciate the considera- 
tion of those who have tendered their sup- 
port, but for several reasons whieh I have 
no hesitancy in stating I cannot run for 
mayor of Atlanta this year. 

“In the first place the unusually early 
announcement of one of the candidates has 
precipitated a campaign which promises to 
be long and tiresome.

The Famous Case of the Reuben Cone 
Estate Desided Yesterday. 


LOWER COURT WAS REVERSED 


Supreme Court Says Marriage Contract 
Signed on Sunday Is Legal.

Had Been to Supreme Court Twice, but 
the Decision Yesterday Ends 
the Litigation. 


day handed down a decision in the 

case of Hayden against Mitchell re- 
versing the decision of the lower court. 
The Hayden cases have been before the 
courts for several years and are interest- 
ing not only on account of the number of 
parties involved, but also on account of 
the important legal questions they decide. 

The lawyers in the case are Dorsey, 
Brewster & Howell for Hayden, and BE. 
M. & G. F. Mitchell and A’exander & Lamp- 
din, representing the defendants, 

About 1854 Judge Underwood, of Rome, 
Ga,, and Mrs. Lucinda Cone, of this city, 
made a marriage contract by which Mrs. 
Cone retained a life estate in all the prop- 
erty she then owned and at her death 
it Was to go to her daughter, Mrs. Hay- 
den, an@ Mrs. Hayden’s children. Young 
Reuben C. Hayden, upop attaining his 
majority, brought suit for the recovery 
of his interest in this property under this 
marriage contract. 

The case of Hayden against Lampkin 
was the first case brought, which resulted 
in a verdict for Hayden for the property 
sued for. This case was carried to the 
supreme court and the supreme court af- 
firmed the judgment of the lower court. 
Soon after this case was tried in the su- 
preme court it was discovered that the 
marriage contract was made on Sunday 
and when the case of Reuben C. Hayden 
against Mrs. Mitchell came on trial the 
fact that the contract was made on Sun- 
day was made to appear to the court, 
and the judge ruled that the marriage «on- 
tract was void and Hayden lost nis case. 

This carried to the case to the supreme 
court and the decision handed down yes- 
terday reverses the judgment of the su- 
perior court and finally @gecides Hay- 
den’s rights to recovér on the marriage 
contract. 

After it was discovered the marriage 
contract was made on Sunday, Lampkin 
made a motion for a new trial in the case 
that had been decided against him by the 
supreme court on extraordinary grounds, 
alleging that he had discovered that the 
contract Was made on Sunday, and that 
fact was not known to him when the case 
was formerly tried. The superior court 
refused to grant him a new trial and he 
carried the case to the supreme court 
again. The supreme eourt also handed 
down a decision t0day in this case, in 
which it sustained its former judgment, 
that is, that Hayden has a right to re- 
cover. The decision is given elsewhere 
and will be found to be exhaustive of the 
question discussed, and dcee'ds that the 
marriage contract, although made on Sun- 
day, is not vold, either at common law 
or under statute of this staie. he su- 
preme court reviews at length both the 
English and the Georgia decisions on this 
question, and reaffirms the decision in the 
twenty-ninth Georgia report, which was 
reviewed in the argument on this case.

DECISION IN THE LIDDELL CASE. 


Supreme Court Affirms Decision of the 
Lower Court. 


The supreme court yesterday eitirmed 
the judement in favor of Captain Liddell 
in the famous case brought against him by 
the Walker heirs.

The first three trials the jury 
disagreed and mistrials were declared. On 
the fourth trial the jury found a verdict 
in favor of Liddell. The Walker heirs 
moved for a new trial, but Judge Leid 
refused it. The Walker heirs then carried 
the case to the supreme court, whch af- 
firmed the case vesterday.

INANCE committee of city council 

held an important meeting at the city 

hall yesterday afternoon and adopied 
a resolution repealing the ordinance calling 
the election for water bonds April 6th. 

As stated in yesterday’s Constitution, the 
supporters of the water bonds are anxious 
to have the election in connection with one 
of the primaries, so as to insure a large 
vote. As neither the date for the county 
nor city primary has been fixed, the com- 
mittee postponed action until the commit- 
tees act. 

Mayor Coilier said that Chairman 
Albert Howell, Jr., of the county 
committee, stated he would call that body 
together March 18th, and that he thought 
April 20th would be settled on for the 
primary for county, legislative And con- 
gressional offices. The finance committee 
decided to hold the bond election with this 
primary, which will occur some time be- 
tween April 2th and May Ist. 

The authorities first thought it would not 
be necessary to hold the bond election with 
the primary because the act of the legis- 
lature required a special registration for 
the bonds. Ags the law requires two-thirds 
majority of the registered voters, it was 
thought it would not be difficuit to carry 
the bond election. 

City Attorney Anderson, however, has 
ruled that the special registration does not 
hold, and that all the legal voters regis- 
tered in the regular primaries would have 
to be placed on the bond registration also. 
This has put an entirely different complex- 
fon on the subject, and the officials now re- 
alize that unless they combine the bond 
election with the primary, they would not 
be able to get two-thirds majority of all 
the registered voters to the polls, as a 
registered voter not voting is practically 
a vote against the bond issue. 


Report Goes to Council. 

The report of the committee repealing the 
original ordinance wil] be presented to 
council Monday and adopted. As soon as 
the county board definitely determines on 
the date of the primaries, the finance com- 
mittee will recommend a new ordinance 
fixing the bond election at the same time. 
The primary may be toward the last of 
April in order to give the city time to ad- 
vertise the bond election according to law.

NO RIGHTS LEFT 


Railroads Object To Surrendering Them 
Selves Body aud Seni, 


M. H. SMITH ON PENDING BILLS 


Louisville and Nashville’s President 
Dissects Some Proposed; Legislation. 


IT WOULD AMOUNT TO CONFISCATION 


Even the Right of Appeal to the Courts 
Would Be Almost Entirely Cut 
Off by the Cullom Bill. 


From The Railway and Engineering Re- 
view. 

I notice that in The Railway and En- 
gineering Review of January 29, 1898, you 
discuss briefly the bill introduced by Sen- 
ator Cullom on January 22d, ult., tu amend 
the ect to regulate commerce. This bill 
is practically a verbatim copy of the 
amendments urged by the commission. 

You very correctly say that the powers 
proposed to be given are very radical and 
constit.te an entirely new depatture, and 
you indicate some of the dffficulties in the 
way of carrying out any such scheme of 
ecvernmental regulation. It is perfectly 
clear to any one who is famular with the 
interstate commerce act, and with the 
Gebates leading to its adoption, that it 
Was never intended by congress to give any 
such powers to the commission, and that 
no bill, giving such powers. could have 
been passed by congress. 

One radical and dangerous change pro- 
posed by this bill, which you do not refer 
to, is that the orders of the commission, 
made in the exercise of the practically un- 
limited powers which are proposed to be 
conferred, will be effective without any 
resort to the courts for their enforcement. 
In other words, they will be as effective 
as if they were the judgments of the 
courts, although the commission is not a 
court, and although, under the present law, 
it acts in the inconsistent capacities of 
detective, prosecutor, and party in inter- 
est. The commission wishes to have added 
to these various duties the power to render 
@ judgment which can be enforced without 
resort to any other tribunal. Although a 
review of the orders of the commission by 
the courts is provided for, the peculiar na- 
ture of the subject is such that the review 
will be fractically useless. Even where 
the commission's orders may be so palpably 
wrong as to justify the court in setting 
them aside, the orders will, under the pro- 
posed amendment, become effective and 
regulate both the carriers and the com- 
merce involved during the review proceed- 
ings, except in very rare instances where 
the court can say at the outset, upon a 
bare inspection of the record that it plain- 
ly appears that the order is wrong, 


Would Hurt Shippers. 


There is another very stringent provision 
in the bill which should certainly be called 
to the attention of shippers and carriers. 
The proposed amendment of section six re- 
quires the tariffs filed with the commis- 
sion, and posted at stations, to specify not 
only the rates of transportation, but also 
all storage charges, and all privileges or 
facilities allowed in any instance to ship- 


pers; and theng not only prohibits charging 


more or less than the published rates, but 
also prohibits extending to any shipper 
any privilege or facility in receiving, stor- 
ing, handling, or forwarding property ¢x- 
cept such as may be specified in the tariffs 
filed and published. It is well Known all 
over the country that carriers may from 
time to time be able to extend facilities to 
shippers in the way of storing, handling or 
forwerding property, but yet the ability 
to do this is not so certain as to warrant 
the carrier in holding itself out by its tariffs 
as affording these facilities in all in- 
etances. 

The result would be, therefore, under this 
bill, that while the carrier would be fre- 
quently able to extend, without any loss to 
itself, various facilities and privileges to 
shippers, it would have to decline to do so, 
thereby causing great inconvenience to the 
shippers without any benefit to the carrier 
or to the public. The.e is really no reason 
whatever for any such change in the law. 
If, under the law as it now stands, the 
earrier stould systematicaily extend priv- 
jleges to one that are not extended to an- 
other, this discrimination or preference 
could be corrected. The demand for such 
a change in the law illustrates well the 
commission's policy of applying to the traf- 
fic of this country iron-clad@ regulations ab- 
sOlutely impossibie of enforcement without 
the very greatest inconvenience both to 
earriers and to the public, and without 
any appreciable benefit to any person or 
to any interest. 


Would Bankrupt Southern Roads. 


You refer to the proposed change in the 
long and short haul section, and you cor- 
rectly state that it is a complete revolu- 
tion. The debates of congress show that 
there was very bitter resistance to giving 
the commission even the power to relieve 
from the long and short haul section in 
Special instances, because it was feared 
that it would give the commisgion too much 
power, and the power was finally conceded 
with much misgiving. If the plan now pro- 
posed, of turning the whdle subiect over 
to the commission to make such a long and 
short haul law as it likes in each instance, 
had been theu proposed, it would not have 
This strik- 
ingly illustrates the expansion of the com- 


-mission’s ideas; it now demands, as a mat- 


ter of course, a power which its wildest ad- 
vocates would not have dreamed of giving 
or asking for in thea outset. I fear you un- 
derestimate very much the effect 
change in the law. 

There is very great danger that the pow- 
er proposed to be granted in this respect 
will be grossly abused. In the south, on 
account of the fact that the population and 
the traffic are far less dense than in the 
north and east, it is absolutely necessary 
that the carriers maintain their local rates 
at considerably higher figures than the ex- 
tremely low rates at which places on or 
mear navigable waters can secure their 
fre‘ghts. There are so many navigable wa- 


ters extending all through the south, that | mn

the number of localities thus favorably sit- 
uated is very great, an@ the traffic to those 
points is extremely important. Unless, 
therefore, the rallreads are permitted to 
make rates to those localities low enough 
to compete with the other methods of 
transportation they will 
withdraw from the important business to 
these points: and the reduction in revenues 
therchy caused will, no doubt, result in 
Dankruptcy of most of the companies which 
have thus far been able to meet their obll- 
gations under the unfavorable transporta-

The Commission’s Policy. 


The interstate commerce commission has 
evinced the most unreasonable purpose to 
prevent, if possible, the southern carriers 
from meeting these competitive conditions, 
and has made order after order which, if 
enforced, woulda have resulted in the car- 
riers having to give up entirely much of 
this important traffic. ‘The only compsetl- 
tion which the commission will at present 
recognize is competition by waterway frem 
the same point of origin to the same des- 
tination. Although the rates to a place 
may be absolutely controfed by a water- 
way, whereon all commodities can be ship- 
ped to that point at low rates, the com- 
mission will give no consideration what- 
ever to that competiticn in regulating the 
rates of a railroad to that place, unless the 
railroad transports the commodities from 
the iG@entical places from which they can 
be brought by water; although, so far as 
the practical effect on rates is concerned, 
it makes no difference whatever whether 
the waterway brings the traffic from the 
same market or a different market. 

Likewise, the commission absolutely re- 
fuses to give any consideration to any 
competition with other railroads, although 
they may be shorter or may come from @ 
much nearer market. It seems to be pos- 
sessed with a fixed purpose to shut up the 
commerce of every section to some one par- 
ticular transportation line which can haul 
the cheapest, and to that particular mar- 
ket which is nearest to it. The proposed 
change of the long and short haul law will 
give the commission unlimited power io 
put these extremely narrow and unreason- 
able views into the fullest effect. The re- 
sult will be, especially in the south, that 
many railroads will have to withdraw 
from traffic which is of the greatest im- 
portance to them, and that many a local- 
ity, instead of enjoying as at present the 
opportunity to deal in various markets, 
from all of which it can get substantially 
the same rates, will be shut up to the mar- 
ket nearest to it, because the carriers con- 
ducting traffic from the other markets will 
no longer be allowed to meet the competi- 
tion, or to bring any traffic from the mar- 
kets on their own lines to that locality. 

A Dangerous Power. 

It is submitted, therefore, that to give 
the commission the unlimited power to put 
these extremely illogical and unwise views 
into effect, cannot possibly be a wise solu- 
tion of this question, and thant, on the con- 
trary, it gives the commission a most dan- 

erous power, and one that will be so used 
fs to impair very greatly the advantages 
/Ynow enjoyed by many points in the south, 
and to destroy much traffic wich the car- 
riers of the south now enjoy, while at 
the same time no advantage will result to 
any locality by reason of this arbitrary 
interference, The courts have almost with- 
out exception declined to enforce the ex- 
tremely unreasonable orders which the 
commission has made under the long and 
short haul section, and the decisions show 
clearly how unwise it would be to put 
those orders into effect. 

The power of review under the proposed 
long and short haul section will. if any 
thing, be even less availing than the power 
of review under the other sections of the 
bill, and the commission will be given 
practically absolute power of determining 
the channels of commerce of this country, 
and especially in the southern states. If this 
power be given to the commission, it will 
be given with the positive assurance, de- 
rived from a Knowledge of its course in thea 
past, that the commission will] use it to the 
decided detriment of the commerce of the 
country, disastrously to the carriers, and 
without any benefit to any person or com- 
munity. 

The same unfortunate effects wouid, of 
course, result if the commission should 
obtain the unlimited rate-making power 
which this bill proposes to confer upon it; 
but I have made especial reference to the 
radical nature and dangerous character 
of the long and short haul section, because 
I feared that you had underestimated the 
importance of that provisiun.

Southern Places the Adjustment of 
Freight Claims Under the Auditor. | 


Viee President W. W. Finley, of the 
Southern Railway Company, has issued a 
circular placing under the control of Mr. 
A. H. Plant, auditor, the adjustment of 
freight claims, effective March Ist. 

Mr, Plant, while audi*‘or of the Memphis 
and Charleston raiiroad, also handled the 
claims of that line, and his methods were 
so Satisfactory, both to the company and 
itS patrons, aS to win for him the direction 
of the same department since his conner- 
tion with the Southern Railway Company. 
In dealing with the publie he is character- 
ized for his promptness and quick decision, 
which, so far as the general public is con- 
cerned, are attributes much to be desired in 
a claim man. Mr. Plant’s circular, which 
is of the same date as Vice President Fin- 
ley’s, reads as follows: 

“Effective March ist next, the title of 
claim agent will be change@ to that of 
freight claim agent. Communications relat- 
ing to overcharge -and loss and damage 
freight oiaims should be addressed to W. 
H. Halsey, freight claim agent.’’’

Cobb, J:—1l. In a case in which the ac- 
cused is charged with the offense of as- 
sault with intent to murder, and the evi- 
dence on the trial necessarily raises the 
question as to whether or not there was 
an intent to kill when the assault was 
made, it was error in the court to refuse to 
give in charge the following written re- 
quests of course] for the accused: ‘‘In or- 
der for you to find the defendant guilty 
there must have been a specific intent to 
commit the crime at the time of the act. 
Neither mere words and threats, nor mere 
preparations to commit a crime, are suffi- 
cient to constitute an attempt. It is essen- 
tliat that there shall be some overt act 
which will apparently result in the crime, 
unless interrupted by circumstances inde- 
pendent of the doer’s will. 

“Intent is a question of fact and must be 
inferred from the circumstances of the 
case, and before you would be authorized 
to find the defendant guilty you must be- 
lieve beyond a reasonable doubt that there 
Was an intent to commit this crime. Mcre 
preparation to commit acrime upon the 
happening of an event which may or may 
not occur, and which depends upon an act 
to be done or not done by the person acted 
upon is not an attempt to commit the cf- 
fense of assault with intent to murder. 

2. Where the accused in a felony case 
waives having the questions on the voir 
dire propounded to each juror separately 
and consents that the same be asked them 
in a body, he does not thereby waive his 
right, when one of the jurors is put upon 
him, to object to him for cause.

required by law to be registered, which 
has been taken from the proper registry, 1s 
admissible in evidence when the loss or 
destruction of the original has been satis- 
factorily shown. The preliminary inquiry 
in relation to such loss or destruction is 
addressed to the sound djScretion of the 
presiding judge; and a grater or less de- 
gree of diligence wil) be demanded according 
to the circumstances and the character, na- 
ture and age of the document. The fact 
that a due registration appears. in the 
proper place is presumptive evidence of the 
existence of an original; and where such 
appears, and the evidence shows that a 
great many years have elapsed since the 
date of its execution, that the parties to 
it are dead, that diligent search has been 
made among the papers belonging both to 
living and deceased persons who were enti- 
tled to its custody, such loss or destruction 
is sufficiently shown to admit the copy as 
secondary evidence. 

2. Where the registry law required a 
marriage contract to be recorded in the 
office of the clerk of the superior court of 
the county of the residence of the hus- 
band within three months after its execu- 
tion, and such contract recited that at the 
date of its execution the residence of the 
prospective husband was in a specified 
county, when the marriage was not con- 
summated until after the lapse of one 
month from the execution of the contract, 
and from the date of and subsequent to the 
marriage the husband continuously resid- 
ed in the latter county. 

3. The validity of a contract executed on 
Sunday is to be determined alone by the 
statute law in foree at the time of the 
execution of the contract, and when the 
Statute governing the question declares that 
“‘no tradesman, artificer, workman, laborer, 
or other person whatsoever, shall do or ex- 
ercise any worldly labor, work, or business 
of their ordinary calling upon the.

NON-UNION MAN

More Serious Trouble Among the Men at 
Georgia Steve Works. 


THIRD TRIAL IN POLICE COURT 


One of the Strikers Skips Out and Can- 
not Be Found. 


MANAGER SEALS MAKES A TALK IN COURT 


Says the Time Has Come When His 
Men Fear for Their Lives and 
Must Protect Themselves. '

INRY HALL, a Mmolder employed at 

the Georgia Stove Works, while going 

aome Monday night was waylaid and 
nearly murdered by striking molders. 

Hall lives at No. 10 Jackson street, in 
Cook’s district. He is one of the molders 
at the stove works who did not join the 
strikers. He stopped work at a late. hour 
Menday afternoon and started for his home, 
Just aS he reached a point near Sie rail- 
road and between Bellwood avenue and 
Jackson street, he Was met by Bob Wad- 
del! and Jim Coggins, two of the Strikers, 
and Waddell, so Hall states, struck him on 
the head with a heavy rock. 

Hall was seriously injured and his head 
had to be dressed by a physician. Just as 
he struck the blow Waddell exclaimed: 

“You have scabbed@ my wife and children 
out of food long enough.”’ 

Yesterday afternoon Recorder Calhoun 
investigated the row which grew out of the 
Georgia Stove Works strike. This fuss ha@ 
nothing to do with the assault on Hall 
Monday night, but Hall was present with 
his head wrapped in bandages, a silent 
witness to the @Qisorder which some of the 
strikers are said to be creating. 

Manager Seals has had much trouble since 
the strike occurred last November. At that 
time he wes forced to make a 10 per cent 
reduction in wages, he Says, and the union 
men walked out. The shops were declared 
“open,” and the men who were not in the 
union were employed Then began the 
trouble. 

About three weeks ago four or five of 
the sfrikers were arrested and tried before 
the recorder. The fight started by a striker 
named Brunner, alias ‘‘Cinei,”” swearing out 
warrants against three of the new men for 
gambling. ‘“‘Cinci’’ went to the shops with 
a bailiff to point out the men wanted. The 
recorder dismissed the cases with a warn- 
ing lecture. 

Monday the recorder tried a case involv- 
ing a row in 4 saloon between some of the 
new Men and the strikers. The evidence 
was not sufficient, in the recorder’s opinion, 
to enter fines and he again let the men go 
with a lecture. 

Yesterday afternoon the third trial came 
up, cases having been made against Bob 
Waddell and Jim Hammond The row oc- 
curred several days ago, and the men were 
under bond. With the city charges facing 
him, Waddell met and assaulte@ Molder 
Hall Monday night. For this assault he 
was arrested on a warrant and gave bond 
for his appearance before Justice Cook, 
When the case was called he did not 
show up. 

In the pelice court yesterday afternoon 
Waddell failed to put in an appearance, 
and Hammond was tried by himself. 

The testimony of al the witnesses show- 
ed that Waddell was the man who had at- 
tempted to assault a molder with a club. 
Hammond drove up in a meat wagon, but 
aid not take any active part in the row 
So once More the recorder’ had to let the 
case go with a lecture. He told Hammond 
if he was ever brought into the court for 
being in a fight about the strike he would 
send him to the city chaingang for thirty 
days without a fine. 

‘Manager Seals was present in the court 
and he asked permission to say a few 
words. ‘He reviewed the strike and said 
that he believed thi9 was a free country 
and a man, be he a scab or no seab, had a 
right to work and to walk the Streets 
peaceably. He had told his men not to 
have trouble, but to take all that they 
rould without sacrificing their manhood. 
‘But a time had come when the men wou'a 
have to protect themselves, if they were 
not protected by the courts. His men were 
being assaulted on the street corners and 
in allevs.. They could not walk home after 
work without feeling that their very livés 
were in danger.

There 
Was a storm of protest and an effort made 
to prevent) him making bond. He succeed- 
ed, however, in making the required bond, 
but direcffy afterwards his enemies per- 
bonds, His bondsmen to retire from the 
bond.

Tha night as he was returning home 
he~was shot from ambush. There are evi- 
dently a number of his assailants, for 
his body was completely riddled with the 
bullets. His widow has written to Post- 
master General Gary and requested that an 
effort be made to apprehend the guilty 
parties. 

The government authorities in Washing- 
ton have taken immediate action, for they 
have authorized the Atlanta officials to do 
all in their power to aid in catching the 
men who killed Freeman. District Attor- 
ney Angier and his assistants have in- 
terested themselves and will do what they 
can to help the inspectors. 

The inspectors from Washington will be 
assisted by postoffice inspectors from the 
southern division of the postoffice service. 
It is understood that one or two inspectors 
have already been sent down from Chatta- 
nooga. 

The officials in Atlanta refuse to talk. 
They will not say what cléw they have to 
the murder, but it is evident that the in- 
spectors have been given some information 
which they believe will lead to the con- 
viction of the murderers. 

The Story from Washington. 
Mareh 1.—(Special.J—A 
attracted the atten- 
tion of the cabinet today. The facts 
in it were presented by Postmas- 
¢er General Gary and their reejtal was the 
first information received here of the 
latest southern postoffice killing. 

This is the case of the shooting of J. R. 
Freeman, the newly appointed postmaster 
at Ada in Dooly county. Freeman was a 
white man. He was appointed to the office 
at Ada on February 12th. — 

News has just reached the postoffice de- 
partment that a few days ago he was 
shot down by some unknown persons at his 
home and instantly killed. The details are 
meager. 

The information in the hands of the de- 
partment comes from Freeman's widow. 
She writes that immediately after informa- 
tien of the ‘appointment’ reached him 
Freeman made the requisite bond, Then 
sorie cé his enemies persuaded the men 
wlio had become his sureties to withdraw 
from the bond, which they did. 

Freeman then set out to make a new 
bond. He had just returned home after 
having succeeded in doing this when he 
was shot to death,’ being, as his wife de- 
scribes it, riddled by bullets.- 

Postmaster General Gary at once sént in- 
gpectors from here to investigate the case. 

The United States court officials have 
been notified of their visit and instructed to 
give them every possible aid. Freeman, so 
General Gary said, was recommended 
a good man. There was no protest against 
his appointment and his characters was 
generally declared good.

They are also 
to report steps te Bring Into closer rela- 
tion companies of ‘the: New York state and 
middle department associatfons with a view 
of increasing the efficiency of the organ‘za- 
tions.

An effort.is being made to shift the re- 
eponsib:lity of the anti-underwriters move- 
ment in Chicago to the shoulders. of the 
union, but judging from the expressions of 
prominent members, that organization will 
steer clear of the question and allow the 
Chicago Underwriters’ Association to settle 
its own difficulties. The union has trouble 
enough of its own and it is definitely stat- 
ed will not jeopardize its existence by at- 
tempting to rule on this subject. 

Managers feel that the coterie of local 
agents controlling the Chicago situation 
have taken too much upon themselves in 
trying to limit the number of representa- 
tives to which each cOmpany is entitled, and 
that the sooner they find it out the better. 
On the other hand, many of the local men 
are bitter at the attitude of certain com- 
panies and say they appear to be trying 
to force disruption in Chicago. 

While the new rules of the Chicago Un- 
derwriters’ Association have without doubt 
checked the open violations, information 
is received of secret deals even extending 
to members of the executive commiitee. 
This, coupled with the certainty that the 
executive committee is withholding inform- 
ation from members and the agitation over 
the underwriters question, makes the situa- 
tion not only intensely interesting, but 
well worth the careful scrutiny of those 
who loyally maintain the rates, rul¢s and 
practices at their own expense. y 


Underwriters are much interested in the 


efforts being made to interest American 
companies in the anti-foreign legislation 
pending in the Massachusetts leg.sia.ure. 


In a circular issued from Boston, Thomas 
J. Barry announces that hé has been re- 
tained to advocate the passage of an anti- 
foreign bill and requests hearty co-opera- 
tion of all American interests. In his cir- 
cular letter, Mr. Barry Says: 

“It is manifest that legislation of the na- 
ture proposed is absolutely needed to }:ro- 
tect Amer.can insurance interests. because 
for many years past the laws relating to 
taxation, re-insurance and the reciprocal 
provisions, appiying in Massachusetts and 
other of the United States, have been so 
favorable to the European companies that 
immense inroads have been made in the 
business of American cOmpanies, and unless 
some change is made in our laws it will 
not be long’ before practically all American 
companies will be driven out of the busi- 
ness. 

“In this connection statistics show that 
of the 1,320 insurance COMmpanies doing busi- 
ness in the United States that have retired 
since 1852, 276 were absorbed or re-insured 
by. foreign insurance companies, while only 
105 were re-insured by American companies. 

‘Another Mne of statistics, showing how 
favorable legislaton and other conditions 
have been to Buropean companies, discios- 
es the fact that from 186 to 1896, inclu- 
sive, on American busimess the avercge 
dividend of all American companies _in- 
clusive of all mutual companies was 
per cent, while that of the European and 
American companies combined was ‘°*6.6] 
ner cent, clearly showing that the . verage 
dividend of the European companies alone 
was over 20 per cent.

Mr. Joel Hurt ‘Urges That the Grade 
Be Raised. 


The special committee of council appoint- 
ed to ascertain the damages to adjacent 
property resulting from the proposed im- 
provement of Edgewood avenue inet at the 
city hall yesterday afternoon and heard 
from Mr. Joel Hurt, president of the At- 
lanta Land Company. No definite action 
was taken, but the committee will hold an- 
other session the latter part of the week, 
when a report will be formulated.

He stated there would not bea dulilar 
of damages on Edgewood avenue; that out 
of 4,400 feet frontage on both sides do mages 
on all but 732% feet had been waived, and 
that even if property owners claimed dem- 
ages on this they cou!d never eet it. He 
cited the grest benefits to be derived from 
the raised grade and urged the work to be 
pushed as rapidly as possible.

A PRISON SITE 


The Three Commissioners Start.Cut on 
Their Search Today. 


WILL INSPECT NORTH GEORGIA

And Then Journey Toward the Middle 
and Southern Sections of 
the State. 


The three members of the prison commis- 
sion spent yesterday in listening to one or 
two appeals for pardon jn minor cases, and 
left their office at the capitol immediate- 
ly afterwards to pack up their belongings 
preparatory to a trip inspecting sods. sega 
offered to them in response tO their ad- 
vertisement for sites for a central penilten- 
tiary. Up to date there have been offered 
to the commission 133 pieces of property, 
and in order to give each one of them @ fair 
showing the commissioners have been come~ 
pelled to start out on their tour of inspec- 
tion at once, Early tomorrow morning 
they will leave over the Georgia railroud 
and spend the next week or ten days look- 
ing over farming lands in the counties of 
DeKalb, Rockdale, Newton, Morgan, 
Greene, Taliaferro, Warren, McDuffie, Ce- 
lumbia and Richmond. 

In order to cut down so far as possible 
the tremendous work of inspection which 
is threatened by the multitude of bids al- 
ready in, the commission has decided on 
two rules that will govern the future op- 
erations They are: 

1. That the land to be purchased by the 
state as a site for a central penitentiary 
must be centrally located, well watered and 
consisting of not less than two thousand 
nor more than five thousand acres of land. 

2. That it be situated as nearly as possi- 
ble within reach of at least two competing 
railroad systems. 

In starting out on their first tour of in- 
spection Commissioners Turner, Beach and 
Evans mutually agreed that unless these 
two qualifications obtained they would not 
go to-the trouble of inspecting any piece 
of property offered. When they return 
from their present trip they w.li spend a 
few days hearing pardon cases, and then 
start out on a tour of middle and south 
Georgia. It is not probable that they will 
reach a final decision as to a site before 
October Ist.
